:; 0 representatives of the Madison County or Oglethorpe County Library Boards 
were present. Mr. H.P.Mlller, representative from the &ers tens lager woKpany 
of Wooster, Ohio was introduced to the Hoard members . He discussed with the 
group the G-e rs tan slag er bookmobile bodfies and answered numerous Questions 
concerning these bodies. Two Eets of specifications, one for the TrsiTblazer 
and one for the Pioneer were signed, and left with the librarian. She cost of 
either bookmobile would be just under $6,000,00. The Board discussed the 
possibility of buying a new bookmobile for the region. Mr, Wilson suggested 
that we first find out which ether companies make bookmobile bodies and secure 
rices , befor settling on a ^e rst& ullage r. The Chairman appointed Mr. ^ilsan 
to secure this information. 

Since the re-sale value o~ the present unit is extremely low, it a? r scone: end- 
ed that the library keep it for use as a Segno Bookmobile or for other service 
as rmiy be needed in the region. 

The 'director pointed out that the cost of a new bookmcbii * might be prorated 
among the four canities In the acme nnnner as the present bookmobile budget; i. e. 
Clarke, Oglethorpe and Madison bounties bearing 26 ?,/yp of the cost, with 
Oconee bearing 20p of the cost,

The Athena -Clarke County Library Board met at the Regional Library on 
Monday afternoon, September 12 , 1955 at 5 o’clock. 

The following members were present: Richard Blood worth, Mrs, Mendenhall, 

Mrs, Stephens, Mrs. Dudley, Mrs. Bailey and Mr. Milner. Also present was 
Sarah Maret, 

Meeting waB called to order by Chairman Rictard Bloodvorfch, 

Minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 

Mrs, Mendenhall of the plans by the University of Georgia Center for Con- 
tinuing Education to sponsor a series of discussions on "Europe in Crisis and 
asked the support of the library and of the library hoard. 

Mrs. Dudley reported that the Junior Ladies Garden Club had adopted the 
library garden as its permanent project. She gave a detailed financial report 
of the expenditures from the Donation Fund and reported a balance of $320.75 
in this fund. She reported soma of her plans for planting the garden In the 
fall, 

Mr, Milner reported that he had been approached by members of the Presbyter- 
ian Church to see if the church might use the library on Sunday morning for 
Sunday School purposes , Mr. Milner moved that the Board reassert its policy of 
not permitting the use of the library building for Sunday School purposes on Sunday 
morning.. Motion wan seconded by Mrs, ^ailey. Motion carried, 

The Board discussed the raising of funds for the purchase of a new book- 
mobile, Mrs, -'leadenha.il moved that the Athens -Clarke County Library Board 
recommend to the Regional library Board the purchase of a new bookmobile with 
each county paying its share. The motion was seconded and carried. It was 
further recommended by Mrs ■ 1L ende nhall that Chairman Rloodworth and Mr, Wier 
contact the County Commissioners and ask them to contribute Clarke County's 
share of the goat, 

Tho Director reported that a now librarian, Mrs, -^ouise Eobiuson, had 
been added to tho bookmobile staff on September 1. She is replacing Mrs, 

Bramlett who has moved to Savannah. 

Permission was granted by the Board to the Director to secure someone to fill 
the position of Children's Librarian, which la vacant, 

A cost of living supplement for staff members was discussed, Mr, Milner 
moved that a supplement of 7^ be given to the locally paid staff members, provided 
funds were available in the treasury, this supplement to cover the 6 month?, 
period, -January -June, 1955. The Director reported that this would coat the 
library approximately feOO.OO, Motion seconded by Mrs. Stephens, Motion 
carried. 

There was no other business. Meeting was adjourned.

Wier moved that the 
budget be approved by those present and that it be submitted for approval to 
a sufficient number of Board Members to constitute a majority of a quorum,

The Board voted that the library should ha closed for the Christinas holidays, 
December 24, 25, and 26. Also it voted that the library be closed for the 
Hew fears holidays on January 1 and 2. 

It was pointed out that three Board Members 1 terms aspire in February, 1956, 
Members whose terms exoire are; Mrs. J,¥.Sailey t Mr, Abit Nix and Mrs, T.H. 
McEatton. it was recommended that the Chairman write to the ■'-•.yor and Council 
and ask for the re-appointment of these members for a term of five years. The 
Chairman reported that he would do this. 

Mr. Wier moved that a supplement of the same amount as was given last year to 
the staff be given again this year, provided funds are avilable. The treasurer 
is to be consulted. The supplement as set up was $15.00 for Branch Librarians! 
and $25.00 for the staff members at the headquarters library. Motion was 
seconded and carried.
